{In one of the botdest hold-ups in this 
eity since the courts. two months ago 
combined to halt the crime wave, four 
robbers, a few minutes before 9 o'clock 
last night, bound and gagged four men 
tm the Reliable Fur Company’s store on 
the west side of Broadway, between 
104th and 105th Streets, and escaped 
with furs, jewelry and money totaling 
$11,000. The robbery took place while 
Hundreds of persons were passing, but 
detectives and reserves from the West 
100th Street Station, headed by Acting 
Chief Inspector Samuel Belton and De- 
tective Sergeant Joseph Leonard, were 
unable to find anybody who could tell 
them how two of the thieves who carried 
the loot got away. 

A taxicab chauffeur, half an hour ‘af- 
ter the police arrived, told of an exciting 
trip with two of the robbers from the 
corner of Broadway and 104th Street .to 
Central Park West. He said these men 
did not carry the two burlap bags in 
which the hold-up men took away §10,- 
000 worth of furs which they ‘scooped 
into the bags from ‘the table in the 
workshop in the rear of the ctore. Hard- 
‘ly had he started his machine, he said, 
when- one of the men placed a pistol 
against his back and told him that “ if 
he didn’t drive like hell to Central Park 
West and Ninety-sixth Street ’’ he would 
“‘ shoot holes through him." . 

The chauffeur said that when the men 
Jumped out of his machine they covered 
him with pistola as they ordered him to 
drive west through Ninety-sixth Street. 
When he was about one hundred feet 
west of Central Park, he added, he saw 
the two. men, who were nattily dressed, 
jump: into a high-powered .-touring car 
inti which two other well-dressed young 
mien were seated and speed south. 


Tell of Hold-Up. 


The victims of the hold-up were David 
Brenner and his brother Nathan, pro-

The leader of the robbers ordered the 
four men to line up against the parti- 
tion, and.he covered them with two pis-- 
tols; one of which had been handed to 
him by the second robber, while the 
three confederates searched the four 
men. 

On Werner they got $100 in cash. Reh- 
tela yielded a gold watch and chain and 
David Brenner lost $26 in notes. The 
leader of the-robbers then fold the other 
three to stand guard over the men while 
he rifled the cash register in the store 
of $500 in banknotes.

To this extent, official sentiment per- 
peed the inference that Germany's ac- 
eptance was chiefly actuated by, the 
pl ght in which: she finds herself, and the 
ope that an attempted fulfillment 
would eventually lead to av adjustment 
of the entire reparation issue on the 
bgsis of her financial and economic 
capacity. 
Regardless of the outcome of the loan 
negotiations, the Government proposed

ARMY-GOES BAK TO MUFTI. 


Officers”on Office Buty May Doff 
Uniforms as Before the War. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Army offi- 
cers not on duty with troops or only 
technically assigned to troop commands 
ate authorized in an ordér Assued to- 
day to wear civilidn clothes on duty. 
ae order, effective on’ Thursday, will 

¢ practically all officers on duty in 
Wash ngton out of uniform and restore 
prewar uniform regulations. 

An order putting atit-officers into uni- 
form was issued when war came in 
1917. Today's order does not direct that 
civilian clothes be worn, but permits 
officers assigned to office duty to please 
themselves. 

The new regulation directs that uni- 
forms shall worn* on all military 
posts-or reservations and that the offi- 
cers and men directly. under the com- 
mand of corps “area commanders con- 
form to the order issued by the com- 
mander in. each case. - For all. other 
branches of the army except troops in 
Germany, the insular possessions, the 
Canal me and Porto Rico, civilian 
dress on duty is authorized. Even for 
the overseas forces, civilian clothing is 
permitted during travel to or from the 
stutions. 

The regulations direct, so far .as of- 
ficers in Washington are concerned, 
that uniforms shall be worn at all cere- 
monies .or social functions of an offi- 
clal character and on official visits. to 
the Capitol,

RAILWAY WAGE APPEALS. ! 

The railway workers ‘whose wages 
have been reduced by the Labor Board 
propose-to appeal to the President. 
His response will doubtless be that he 
has no more control over wages than 
he has over ratés, both having been 
Flaced in the hands of governmental 
agencies. ' The workers reserve the 
right of striking if they-lose their ap- 
peal-to the President. They. rejected 
the opportunity of reaching wage ad- 
justment by negotiation with thefr em- 
Pployers.. Having elected to present 
their case to the Labor Board, .they 
are in poor position to appeal any- 
where else. 3 
They failed to convince the Labor 
Board that they could not live on the 
wages which, the board states, are 
above those paid in similar occupa- 
tions. If more pay is necessary, they 
will ‘seek to provide themselves other- 
wise, and there will be such a short- 
age. of railway labor that railway 
wages must be raised to command the 
supply.

That was in midwinter. During the 
last year of PresidentyMENOCAL every- 
body in Cuba seemed to have sugar 
crop money and’ spent it as a. cele- 
brating sailor gets rid of Yhis pay. 
Then came a low price for sugar and 
the moriiing after. Still the. politicians 
had to be supported, and the budget 
for 1922 (Zayas having become -Presi- 
dent) called for $136,000,000. _General 
Crowper had arrived at a time when 
banks were crashing, and he advised 
a reduction: to $60,000,000. It is said 
that he found a deficit of $46,000,000, 
although President MENOCAL was sup- 
posed to,have left a surplus of $36,- 
000,000. When he retired, economic 
cofiditions in Cuba were as bad as 
those’ in the United States, but Cuba 
had no Federal Reserve Board to regu- 
late and save credit.. One Havana 
bank failed with a Government claim 
of $22,500,000 against it. 

With the aid of American finan- 
ciers, General Crowpmr had revived 
four of sixteen insolvent Cuban banks 
by March of this year, but it was a 
tougher job to get Congress into the 
traces of economy and reform. At 
last he seems to have convinced the 
politicians that they naust co-operate 
with President Zaras.. Visiting Amer- 
ican business men say that, while the 
corner has been turned, recovery from 
depression will'be slow. A necessity 
is legislation not only to effect econ- 
omies,- but to put the banking sys- 
tem under a body like dur Federal Re- 
serve Board. The abolition of lotter- 
fes and other forms of gambling has 
been proposed in. Congress. While 
General Crowper’s task is made 
harder’ by the professional patriots, 
who question his status and fill the 
papers with oharges of coercion by 
the United States, he seems to be 
making headway... Measures recom- 
mended by him have been introduced 
in Congress, and ‘there is more ‘than 
fair promise of adminstrative reor- 
ganization.

Official in Shipping Board Dies 
of Blastomycosis, a Malady 
Introduced by Orientals. 


CASES FOUND IN CALIFORNIA 


Baffling Infection of Yeastlike Or- 
ganism is Known There as San 
Joaquin Valley Disease. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

WASHINGTON, June. 13.—One of: the 
rarest and deadliest diseases known 
was responsible for the sudden death 
this afternoon of A. J> Frey, Vice 
President of the United States Shipping 
Board Emergency Fleet Corporation, 
at the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Balti- 
more, where his case, which had baffled 
the leading physicians of Wash on, 
has beem under diagnosis for some 
weeks. 

The diseabe has been diagnosed as 
blastomycosis, so-called because it is 
caused by the ravages in the human 
blood of a sort of yeastlike organism, 
very difficult to combat, In some re- 
spects the disease resembles tubercu- 
losis, but it is far deadlier to the 
human system. 

The malady is better known to those 
who have studied it in California as 
the San Joaquin Valley disease, so 
named pereuse praetically all the cases 
recorded in @ medical annals of this 
country hea ye origin in that part 
of the United States. There are some

Not until after Mr.‘ Frey had been un- 
der close study of Dr. Lewellys Franklin 
Barker, the famous diagnostician and 
professor of clinical. medicine at Johns 
Hopkins University, anda staff of ex- 
perts at the Johns Hopkins Hospital, for 
some weeks, was the’malady defiintely 
diagnosed about two weeks ago as the 
San .Jeéaquin Valley disease. Since then 
the case seemed to yield to treatment 
and Mr. Frev appeared to improve, but 
today he had a sudden setback and 
died Y eadinky in convulsions. 

am informéd,’’ said Chairman 
Lasker of the Shipping Board | today, 
‘* that the disease from which Mr, Frey 
died is one of the strangest in medical 
annals. He had been ill several months. 
Eight of the ablest physicians in Wash- 
ington were in consultation over the case 
before Mr. Frey was finally sent to 
Baltimore for treatment. They were un- 
able to diagnose it. It seemed as if he 
had a sort of joint infection, through 
some strange condition of the blood 
around the joints. The case was so 
pugzling that it was decided to send Mr. 
Frey to Johns Hopkins, where Dr. Bark- 
er and his whole staff worked for weeks.

character.

In reply to questions one official of 
the Public Health Service said the die- 
ease had not been found fin many places 
outside the San Joaquin Valley, but that 
in a different form a disease of this 
kind had been found mainly in Chli- 
cago. Experts here say that perhaps 
the best authority on the diease in this 
country is Professor William Ophuls of 
San Francisco,.a native of Brooklyn,

a lawyer, of 140 Nassau Street. Copies 
of the letter were sent to the Transit 
Commission and the Corporation Coun- 
sel. The letter, which was sent to se- 
curity holders, &sked that the proposed 
date of putting the plan into effect be 
extended from June 14 to Aug. 1 to give 
opportunity for a public hearing or open 
conference. 

Objection to the readjustment plan has

Alfred I. du Pont $1,576,015 taxes on 
stock dividends of EB. L. du Pont de Ne- 
mours & Co, The Court, however, pro- 
vided that the Collector should not be 
restrained from suing to collect. the 


taxes, 
The decision restrains the Collector 
from selling property of Alfred I, du 
Pont to meet the tax payments. The 
taxes were assessed on a 200 per cent. 
stock dividend to stockholders of the 
EB. I. Leer Pont de Nemours Powder Com- 
pan: after it .was' reorganized into 
B. . du Pont de Nemours & Co., a 
Delaware corporation. The assessment 
was not made antil Dec, 31, 1919, and 
Mr. du Pont conténded that the Govern- 
ment was barred by the statute of Iimita- 
tions from collec the tax, although 
the United States Supreme Court held 
that stock dividends were taxable as in- 
come. The suit of Mr. du Pont was a 
av one for himself and all other stock- 
holders.
